DisgAsEp MEATS IN OUR MARKETS.—
There can be no doubt that vast quantities of
diseased meats are annnally disposed ot in our
markets, either in the shape of the “raw mate-
rial,” or worked up info sausage, mince-meat,
and so forth, The unsuspecting publie of course
buy, arc satisfied, and grow unaccountably ill;
and the blame ig laid to typhold fever or expo-
sure at the skating-parks, The miracie is that

tilence i8 not prevalent with us now, asin

nropean cities, gsewhere we record the poi-
soning of & whole family from the use of dis-
eased pork. There is danger, too, that diseased
beef muy be sold in our markets, More than a
month ago we swated that an epidomic disease
prevailed among the cattle in Montgomery
county, and that the diseased meat wad liable to
be krought to Philadelphis and exposed for sale,

On Monday, at a mecting of the Montgomery
County Agricultural Soclety, the matter was
brought up tor discussion, and the Association
wis addressed by a prominent physician who
has devoted much time and attention to an
analyeis of 1t Ihe disease, he states, prevalls to
a greater extent o the lower and middle por-
fions of Montgomery connty ihan knywhere
else within filty miles of Philadelphin; and
alibovgh the very meagre dessription of the
European disease received here has prevented
& comparative analysis, there ean be no doubt
whalever of {he fact, that this plague, if not the
rl?.dlmpest. is cerininly equully contagions and

The Boclely, fully conscious of the importsnce
of the subject, has appeinted o committee to
memonalize the Lezsiature, and press upon it
the necessity tor instant action to prevent the
sale of the infecled auimals, and to stop, i pos-
gible, the course of the plague,

There can be no doubt that the subject will
receive prompt attention (o Harrisburg, and
untiil it receives publicity through the action of
the Legislature we have little hope that our
counclimen will swaken to its importance-
There cun be no question as to their duty in the
matter, Itis plainly and manifestly 1o call for
an immedinte and thorouzh investization, and
at the same time to instruct the Board of Health
to exerclse stringent eanitary precautions rela-
tive to the sale of meat nnd milk, The society
slluded to aboyve passed o series of resolutlions
recom mwending ‘armers not to sell their deceused
cattle but wiile the larger number would aet
conscientiously in regard to It, vhere are very
many to whom the progpect of oblaluing & small
sum, and having the sick csattle removed with-
ont tronble to themselves, would be a sulliclent
fnducement to close their eyes to the intontion
of the speoulator and the ultdmate destination of
the meat,

We find in forcign exchanges accounts of the
trichina, or pork disease, that fearful malady
which 18 raging in Germany. Instead of a dis-
ense Froper. it is ao affection of worms, the lar
v@ of which are taken into the human etomueh
ﬁ% eating Ygrt. and are there hatehed v mil-

ns, fnding ther way into sl parts of the
body, and literally eating up the patient slive !
The disense is Dot entirely unknown to the old
medical writers, but It recent appearanos had
given the first opporiuniiy for a lerably clear

hension of its nature, In & smnll factory

:ﬁ e,a large number of the operatives who par-
took of pork, purcbased from the same butcher,
were to en{.zddsnlj a-n:kII to tl'm number of three
dred. e dwease In s symploms some-
b resembled cholers, and wnz {rested there-
fore, acoordingly, with opium, which wis the
worst ble thing that could baye been done,

There soon discovered, however, imbeddod
in the flesh of eome who had disd, an immense
number of small microscopie creatures, These
awain were trnced back to the flesh of the hog
where they were (lscovered in the form o
erysali, imbedded in & lttle shell of Lime, Thesn,
on being sublected to s slight degree of heat,
speedily brought forth myrisds of smal pare

sites of varfous forms and sizes, a dogen of
whioh were (reauently found In a plece of tlstue
a8 large as & pinchead, This process in incubas
tion was discovered to have boen produced lo
the intestines of those who had eatan the pork,
by the animal warmth of the stomach., Thus
freed from their shells, the creatures make ther
way through the walls of the intestines in every
direotion, choosing the hard aod Ocsay tissues
gspecinlly; and none of them have yet beon
found circvistiog in the blood, Thouosands ol
them have been found imbedded in the arms,
boring their way nlo:i;. and livingofl the coun-
iry as they advanced. They are, howover, fo
sgmall us to leave no serious injury behind,
except perhaps a very serious inflummation ol
the muscles, and a8 gevere swelling, which,
however, goes away il the patient survives,

Great numbers have died of the disease; but
if one cam_survive for three or four weeks, by
that'time the “trichines” inense themaclves in
their shells and lie dormant, doing no further
harm, It has been proposed, by high medl
cnl authority, to sssist them in thus in-
cising themselves by administaring lime lo
patients, which 18 the substance of which
the shell I8 composed. Dot no beneficiul
effects from such a wreatinent, or from auy othor
have yet been reported. The “‘triching” is anid
to hinve come, originally, from the '*‘fAeld-mousc,”
which the “pig,” by oating, introduces into his
system, and he, by second-hand. into the sys
tems of men, Very umusing are tbhe (German
earicatures of a table sexved with knives, forks,
e, ote,, aud 8 smell micrascope pliced beside
the plate, to conlirm the confidence of *‘the
boarders” in the dinner which is to be brought
in.
